Whitewashed mural came as 
shock to U of A students 


IF YOU WATCHED THE FERVOUR 
with which American soldiers tore 
down statues of Saddam Hussein 
and whitewashed his image all over 

Baghdad, the message was loud and 
clear: nothing represents change in 
leadership better than the erasure of 
the previous regime’s art. 

That may be ‘the impression some 
current University of Alberta stu- 
dent union reps got last Friday when 
they came to w ‘ork to find a blank 
wall where a mural used to be. 

“[The executive committee was] 

talking about [the mural] informally 

and there were some of our staff 
members on hand and they must 
have misunderstood. The mural was 
kind of half done and it was looking 
a little tattered. But we're not really 
sure what happened. We're still try- 
ing to figure out where the order 
was given. But as far as we know, 
that must have been taken as, ‘We 
want to get rid of it” says Chris 
Samuel, the Student Union’s Vice 
President External. 

The staff members whom Samuel 
is referring to work in the offices of 
SU general manager Bill Smith; 
senior staffers are in place to ensure 
consistency in the face of year-to- 
year student government turnover, 
but ultimately, Smith and his subor- 
dinates are supposed to enact the

day-to-day building upkeep, includ- 
ing interior paint jobs. No staff mem- 
bers were available for comment. 

“Tf it wasn’t a directive of the 
Students’ Union, the staff had to 
have done it on their own,” says 
Heather Wallace, an SU councilor 
for the Faculty of Arts who says she 
was shocked when she saw what 
had been done. 

Five hundred dollars had been set 
aside from the previous SU to finish 
the mural this school year and to put 
up a plaque commemorating the 
artists. 

Wallace says the removal of the 
mural makes this year’s SU look like 
it’s trying to undermine all that the 
previous student government 
worked for; policies that included a 
decision to serve only fair trade cof- 
fee, the screening of potential corpo- 





policy developed by the student 
council. 

The mural was not a product of 
the current SU executive that’s 
under president Mat Brechtel, but 
they maintain they knew nothing of 
the: painting’ s impending demise.

Service helps you get your skills out 


MANY OF US CAN THINK OF A DREAM 
job...that perfect position matching 
our aptitudes and our inclinations. 
Some of us, of course, would be 
happy just to have a job. But what if 
the primary thing standing between 
you and blissful or merely gainful 
employment were a physical or men- 
tal disability? 

Since 1980, NorQuest College's 
Learning Support Services has been 
providing services to students with 
special needs. What began as a gov- 
ernment-funded pilot project has 
blossomed into a multifaceted sup- 
port web, going through several 
transformations and a not a few 
name changes in the 23 years that it 
has been in operation. 

“We have grown from one student 
who was blind and one staff person 
to a staff of 27, serving 600-800 stu- 
dents annually,” coordinator 
Suzanne Panteluk says. 

The services include specific sup- 
ports for sensory, speech and lan- 
guage, neurological and chronic 
health impairments, and mental, 


nal funding is paid for by NorQuest 
College. “No student is personally 
required-to pay for supports—stu- 
dents who do not have external fund- 
ing are covered by College resource: 

And the service, by necessity, train 
its own staff. “Everybody in LSS learn 
on the job. There is no degree pro- 
gram that covers the spectrum of 
skills needed to work in our unit,” 
Panteluk says. 

For students, she says, the service 
sets the bar high. “We expect that th: 
will have developed strategies for 
learning, effective methods of 
[inputting] and outputting informa- 
tion, and technology skills that will 
enhance their employability. Most 
importantly, they will leave here 
knowing they have the tools to be su 
cessful either in a post-secondary pri 
gram or in employment,” says 
Panteluk. “We have a high student 
success rate in all of our programs 
here at NorQuest. For students with 
disabilities we have the same expec 
tion—they will succeed.” 

Panteluk sounds justifiably proud

IN THE EARLY ‘80S, GARY STEPHEN 
Ross was working as an editor at 
Saturday Night magazine just down 
the street from the Toronto CIBC 
where bank employee Brian 
Molony, in the grips of a gambling 
addiction, embezzled $10 million 
over 18 months. 

Ross’s original idea—to write a 
magazine article about Molony’s 
exploits—gradually morphed into 
Stung (No Limit, in the U.S.), one of 
1987’s best-selling non-fiction titles. 
Now the recently reissued prize- 
winning book has been made into 
Owning Mahowny, a feature film 
based on Ross's book starring Philip 
Seymour Hoffman, Minnie Driver, 
and John Hurt. Dan Mahowny 
(played meticulously by Hoffman) is 


the compulsive gambler caught in a 
downward spiral of deceit and “bad 
luck.” 

Ross is relieved that the final film 
Was not tumed into a glamorous 
depiction of gambling— 
“Hollywoodized,” as he says, 
Instead, it captures the book’s essen- 
tial tone and character: dark and 
unremittingly intense. 

“Tt was a pleasant surprise,” says 
Ross. “I almost wept with joy. I 
assumed it would be a load of crap, 
with a lot of invention and tits and 
ass and a happy ending, and it 
wasn’t that at all. The film is very 
faithful to the reality. The producers 
had originally wanted to turn it into 
a dark comedy, but Philip 
[Hoffman] kept insisting that there

After 
Alliance’s option expired, the story 
bumped.around Hollywood like a 
pinball for a decade before it landed 
on bigwig producer Ed Pressman 
desk. He optioned the rights and 
hired Maurice Chauvet to write a 
screenplay.

Long Island, also featured John Hur 
was hired to direct. “Having seen 
Love and Death, I felt fortunate that 
Kwietniowski would be involved, 
says Ross. When Hoffman came or 
board, Ross rented a slew of his 
movies, not being very familiar with 
his work. He was impressed and 
became genuinely enthused about 
the movie's potential. He says that 
Hoffman, who met with Brian 
Molony once, captures his character 
perfectly, demonstrating a remark- 
able empathy, capturing his subject 
with a laser-focused performance. 

Although the filmmakers portray 
the young banker's life with integri 
ty and dignity, Ross has concerns 
about the effect the movie will hav: 
on Molony himself, who asked that 
his name be changed in the movie 

The former banker now lives a qui: 
life, having served his time; he’s 
married, has children and a 
respectable job, and helps many 
other compulsive gamblers. 
Nevertheless, Ross says, watching 
Owning Mahowny brought back the 
pathos of Molony’s life and the pain 

e brought upon others. The film 
brings forward all the ugly aspects 
of addiction—denial, deception, 
abuse (in this case psychological) of 
significant others, friends and fami 

ly, and the enabling role of the 
banker's girlfriend. “There’s no 
redemption,” says Ross. “You don’t 
leave the theatre whistling.”

MOST REVIEWS OF RUSSIAN ARK 
dwell on the method of this hypnotic 
work shot in a single, unbroken take 
lasting the entire length of the film. 
But compared to the technology that 
aided its ingenious makers, the sub- 
ject of this film—the three centuries 
of Russian history contained in the 
Hermitage Museum, the old Winter 
Palace in St. Petersburg—is far more 
intriguing. 

It's not merely a guided tour of 
the art on the walls, but rather a kind 
of installation, somewhere between 
cinema and theatre. Seemingly 
inspired by the Russian master of 
the long shot, Andrei Tarkovsky, the 
camera follows the ghost of an early 
19th Century French aristocrat who 
just happens to be stalking around 
the Hermitage. As he engages in a 
debate about Russian\ culture with 
writer, director, and narrator 
Aleksandr Sokurov, he sees, and is 
only occasionally seen by, a variety 
of people ranging from historical fig- 
ures to present-day visitors to the 
Hermitage galleries.

As it happens, there are errors in 
the dazzling display of choreogra- 
phy, as Biittner’s camera moves sin- 
uously around the museum, roam- 
ing down corridors, nosing into 
chambers, peering up an down stair- 
wells, covering some 1500 square 
metres and over 35 different rooms. 
While hundreds of extras effortlessly 
hit their mark attempting to keep the 
shot unbroken, some of them occa- 
sionally glance uncertainly at the 
camera. 

But the major flaw is in the title, 
for the film doesn’t encompass al! of 
Russia, and, apart from the music, 
there's a total absence of Russian art 
in this “ark” preserving the cultural 
identity of Russia’s pre-revolution- 
ary elite.

Thus, theres never any sense of dan- 
ger, of threat, of the thrill that is typi- 
cally associated with a “thriller.” It’s 
just Angelina and her pouty lips 
jumping from thing to thing, shoot- 
ing sometimes, plodding through 
meaningless action sequence after 
meaningless action sequence. The 
closest we ever get to a human emo- 
tion is the warm smiles she bestows 
on all the poor people who inexplic- 
ably seem to love her.

But perhaps I’m getting too cere- 
bral, here. Isn’t this movie just about 
the boobies?

DISLIKING BEN AFFLECK IS NOT EX- 
actly a bold stance these days, but 
the man does have one unique tal- 
ent. He’s perhaps the only human 
who onscreen looks more like com- 
puter-animated person than an actu- 
al person. 

It’s the mechanical way his face 
registers a limited range of expres- 
sions, as if his interthittent brow fur- 
rowing, eye rolling, and smirking 
were based on an algorithm. 

Then there’s his unnaturally 
square head, which suggests he 
might have originated from an early 
ReBoot character design. 

Mostly, though, it’s that immov- 
able hair. Nothing’s tougher for an 
animator to mimic than hair, and the 
Affleck has a motionless coif fit for a 
video game character. 

What does all this mean, other 
than a possible starring role for the 
Affleck in the next Final Fantasy film? 
Not much, but it does make sitting 
through Gigli slightly more bearable 
if you pretend he’s made of 1’s and 
O's. 

Anyhow, the Affleck plays Larry 
Gigli (rhymes with “really”), a thug 
entrusted to kidnap the autistic 
brother (newcomer Justin Bartha) of 
a federal prosecutor as part of a 
extortion deal. Gigli’s so inept that 
his boss hires another criminal to 
watch him, a seductive lesbian 
named nee (Jennifer Lopez). 
Together they're so incompetent 
they keep the kid at his place, drive 
all over town with him in the back 
seat of a Cadillac, and leave finger- 
prints on everything, despite being 
under suspicion by the police. 

We know they’re under suspicion 
because a detective (Christopher 
Walken) shows up at the door one 
day to deliver a nonsensical mono- 
if , and then disappear, never to 
faired in the film again.

Lopez tries hard with her unde 
veloped role, but there’s not much 
you can do with a character whose 
primary function is to model skimp 
clothes and do seductive yoga.

Two outcasts, living on the edge of 
a wasteland—two strange men living 
together is always cause for suspi- 
cion. Even more so, they put on 
strange puppet shows about demons 
and monsters, much to the delight of 
the local children. : 

So when Gilberte, the wife of one 


of the villagers is accidentally killed 
in a Brandon Lee-style accidental 
shooting, the culprit dams up in 
hopes that the local bogeymen are 
blamed. And, eventually, they are. 
It’s a parable, with touches of the 
Biblical to hammer the message 
home. The fallout of the murder 
reveals the sins of the community, a 
fall from innocence marked by apples 
spilling from a cart in the market. 
Through dreams and flashbacks, we 
see the string of events that lead to 
this untimely event, including the 
gruesome story of Ulysse’s genesis. 
Unfortunately, those revelations 
are a little too explicit: biological 
impossibilities turn what could have 
been a tragic past into an unintention- 
ally funny circus freak show. The 
script could have used another draft 
to get rid of the more awkward plot 
points and to smooth over some of 
the confusing, choppy scenes making 
up the exposition. Nevertheless, 
Hlady and Ahmarani are instantly 
wee characters, particularly 
latter as the haystack-coiffed 
Ulysse. Monster stories, from 
Frankenstein to E.T., are metaphors 
for how we treat the Other, a kind of 
litmus test for Christian charity.

SEABISCUIT

IF YOU LIKE A SHORT RACE, 


then Seabiscuit’s strong bloodlines 
and earnestness may prove to be 
the winner you're seeking this 
summer. But if you prefer a more 
challenging event, you'll find that 
the inspirational equine drama 
lacks the conditioning and firm 
jockeying needed to finish ahead of 
the pack and pulls up lame several 
times on its way to the finish line. 

Like the downtrodden post- 
Crash public, contemporary audi- 
ences have certainly embraced this 
fighting-the-odds story of hard- 
luck jockey (Tobey McGuire), 
grieving entrepreneur (Jeff 
Bridges), enigmatic trainer (Chris 
Cooper) and written-off horse (ten 
anonymous quadrupeds) shaking 
off their various limitations and 
neuroses not once but twice in pur- 
suit of Victory. 

That enthusiasm is not entirely 
unmerited. Seabiscuit is touching in 
places, largely thanks to self- 
assured performances by Bridges, 
Cooper and the preternaturally 
dewy McGuire, and to a stable full 
of earnest and soppily heartwarm- 
nee that would make a 

ite House scriptwriter jealous. 
It’s also certainly a pretty film to 
look at—why, even the Depression 
looks clean and gorgeous. San 
Francisco is'spotless! Even the sex- 
trade workers have more the allure 
of affectionate girlfriends than of 
business women. 

That's a hint, of course, of crafts- 

ip gone wrong in pursuit of 
a glowing vision. he’s 


dealing with the visuals or the dia- 
logue director Gary Ross slaps on 
layer after layer of varnish when a 
little polish—or none at all—would 
have done the trick. Too frequently, 
as Ross pounds an obvious point 
home for the third time, youwish 
that you could give him a taste of 
the crop. Giddyup, Audience’s 
Bane! 

And all those pretty pictures are 
unleashed in pursuit of a pretty 
petty purse—petty in more ways 
that one. Take for instance the self 
serving subtext that’s so baldly 
sewn into the story’s cornerstone 
rivalry between horse-owners: 
lovely, well-dressed Californian 
rich people (like writer/director 
Gary Ross, executive producer 
McGuire and star Bridges) are 
golden-skinned, attractive and 
warm; nasty, black-wearing East 
Coast rich people are grey, fat, ugly 
and mean. 

The most galling thing about 
Seabiscuit, however, is that it’s 
telling the same damn story, the 
only one that Americans like to tell 
or hear at the movies: you can 
make it—and making it means 
winning. You've just got to try. 
That's a refrain that people who’ve 
already made it love to trot out. 

Nothing against trying, of 
course, but let’s be realistic. Success 
doesn’t always have to be—can 
rarely be—about being Number 
One. And out here in the real 
world, not only dreams but also 
lives get crushed by unseen people 
who've already made it—and we 
know where most of them come 
from—the tedium that message 
usually provokes is increasingly 
tinged with a certain bitter after- 
taste.

There 
are some decent performances, particularly 
from reliable 72-year-old ass-whuppin' Sean 
Connery, not to mention special effects eye- 
candy aplenty, but in terms of plot and dialogue,

Pirates of the Caribbean Damn the cannons 
Pirates of the Caribbean is a hoot and a half, 
with a fresh-faced willingness to please and a 
recognition that it can’t trade on assumed famil- 
iarity with the characters or automatic enthusi- 
asm for the premise.

The result is a serious, 
gritty, low-budget ($15 million) zombie flic that 
updates the paranoia central to the sub-genre. 
Boyle’s film exploits the current super-paranoia 
over disease and bio-terrorism: After animal 
rights activists free infected lab monkeys, a 
deadly virus is unleashed in London. The “rage” 
takes hold within 10 seconds of contact with 
blood or saliva, sending the infected into a mur- 
derous, blood-barfing rage. By shooting on digi- 
tal video, Boyle heightens the tension of the sur- 
vival tale by adding a dimension of documentary 
realism and overall grayish despair. **#&e*

Cariwest competition crowns calypso’s best

EVERY YEAR, JUST PRIOR TO THE 
launch of Cariwest, Edmonton's 
vibrant Caribbean arts festival, a 
contest takes place to decide who 
has the best calypso song for this 
year’s festival. The winner is 
crowned “Calypso Monarch” and 
holds the crown with pride. This 
year’s competition features entrants 
from Edmonton, Calgary and 
Winnipeg, representing all of the 
Caribbean communities in the 
prairies. Competition is fierce but 
friendly, and the real winner, of 
course, is everyone who attends the 
contest and the big party after- 
wards. 

While calypso might be viewed 
by many people as simply a party 
sound, there is a lot more depth to 
it. The best calypso singers (known 
as calypsonians or bards) have 
always combined social commen- 
tary and politics into their music. 
Calypsos are often light-hearted 
musings on current events but can 
be much more serious, depending 
on the subject matter. Songs with 
titles like “Human Rights,” 
“Capitalism Gone Mad,” or “When 
a Man is Poor” indicate that calypso 
can be more than just party music. 
Indeed, all of the best calypsonians 
have made their reputation with 
more savvy songs. However, with 
an unstoppable beat behind it, 
calypso could never be considered 
somber or staid. More often than 
not, calypso is simply a call to come 
and have a good time. 

According to Sharlene Thomas, 
Cariwest's producer, a lot of 
thought goes into the competition. 
“In Trinidad this happens on a 
much larger scale, of course. As 
soon as the winners are announced, 
people start thinking about what 
they will sing about next year.” 
Bards decide whether to focus on 
something making the headlines at 
the time, or do their best to create an 
irresistible party song. However, the 
topicality of the song is what the 
judges listen for. “People often do

change their songs at the last 
minute, based on recent events,” 
adds Thomas. Despite its 
Trinidadian roots, Cariwest hap- 
pens in Edmonton, and so it’s quite 
possible that the crowds might hear 
calypsos about mad cow disease or 
SARS! (Personally, | hope that 
someone comes up Ww rth,’ ‘Ralph and 
the Cream Pie” or something like 
that). 

Last year’s Calypso Monarch was 
Winston Toussant, winning with a 
tune called “Too Much Cuts’—cer- 
tainly an appropriate and topical 
tune for living in Alberta. Winston 
will be back again this year, attempt- 
ing to hold on to his crown. Five 
other calypsonians will try their best 
to steal it away from him. 

After the Calypso Monarch com- 
petition, there is a dance; the next 
day is a holiday, so don’t be afraid to 
stay out late.

On the line this week from her 
home in L.A., Magness related she 
heard her first blues as a toddler on 
the radio in Detroit. “Della Reese, 
Sam Cooke, James Brown, you 
know, the early R&B and soul stuff. 
It was all on the radio in Detroit.” By 
the time she was in her early teens 
she had also lived in St. Louis and 
was sneaking into the blues clubs in 
Minneapolis. “There was a real cir- 
cuit in those days that included 
Minneapolis. I had the chance to see 
Otis Rush, B.B. King, Koko Taylor, 
Johnny Copeland—people who 
were touring that circuit. The heavi- 
est thing I got from those shows was 
the intensity. 

“When I went to Southern 
California in the mid-'80s the blues 
scene was happening. There were a 
couple of places that I used to hang 
out. First was the King-King. 
Monday nights they had a blues 
jam—that’s where | met Jeff Turmes, 
Stephen Hodges, Kid Ramos, Junior 
Watson and whole lot of great play- 
ers, including members of the 
Blasters. The other place was 
McCabes Guitar shop.” 

Of course, with the deep talent 
pool in Southern California, making 
your own mark has to be a chal- 
lenge. 

___ “Persistence is one of the big 
things; you have to follow your own 
heart and not listen to the garbage. 
When I first moved to L.A. there 
were lots of people telling me that 
you couldn't make a living as a blues 
singer. You have to follow your

Magness is her own producer and 
bandleader. “There's a lot of work 
that goes into getting into the studi 
Picking the material. Getting the 
players. But the pre-production is 
critical. Making sure that all the 
work that you have to do is done 
before you get into the studio. The 
idea is that when you get in the stu 
dio you can just press record and 
play the music and get the perfor- 
mances.” 

So, what's her philosophy on the 
sound of a recording? 

“1 like to get the live energy of a 
performance as much as possible, 
but I’m not a Nazi about that stuff. 
I’m not fundamentally opposed to 
overdubs. I’m into having the band 
rehearsed enough to get the perfor- 
mance you want and if you have to 
go back and fix something up, that’s 
all right.”

AT THE CORNER OF MATH AND 
Hard Rock you'll find couver’s 
Black Rice. Or, as was the case on a 
particular Saturday morning, you'll 
sometimes find them at 
guitarist/singer Joel Tang’s house 
for breakfast. 

Croaking with morning-throat, 
Tang recalls the humble beginnings 
of Black Rice, when it was just a 
three-piece composed of himself and 
long-time friends Craig Wallace on 
bass and Juli Steemson on drums. “It 
wasn’t really premeditated,” he 
explains. “It was just more to rock 
and have fun without any expecta- 
tions of any sort. And then in the last 
year everything exploded to a level 
where we're actually considering 
doing this as a full-time, uh, job, I 
suppose you could call it.” 

“Explosive” is the right word for 
Black Rice’s past year. After a cou- 
ple of personnel changes—Jeff Lee 
brought another guitar into the mix, 
while Wallace, who left to pursue 
film studies, was replaced by Jesse 
Gander. Black Rice weathered the 
personnel storm and toured twice— 
winning fans over with their frenetic 
stage show, playing to rave reviews 
at Canadian Music Week, New 
Music West and North by Northeast 
showeases—and watched their 
debut full-length, Rice Lightening, 
rock its way into the Top 50 charts 
of the national campus and com- 
munity radio report. 

With a music video in production 
and plans for a month of recording 
(including the production of a split 
7” with west coast cronies, Nasty 
On), Black Rice show no signs of 
slowing down. This weekend, the 
foursome are driving to Alberta to 
play a couple shows in Edmonton 
ind Calgary. Let's hope this mini- 
tour goes more smoothly than their 
last jaunt through the Rockies, which 
witnessed Black Rice setting out 
from Vancouver five hours later 
than they’d planned and nearly 
missing their first show in Calgary. 

“We left at two in the morning 


and we got detoured on the Trans 
Canada Highway because the road 
was washed out,” begins Tang. “So, 
this 45 minute stretch of road 
became something like a three-hour 
detour and along the way the wheel 
on our trailer seized up, snapped off, 
shot 40 feet in the air and hit a tree. 
We had to just ditch [the trailer] and 
leave it, strap all the gear to the roof 
and pack it inside, and just drive like 
hell to get to Calgary in time.”

IF MATTI DARRAH’S OLDER BROTHER 
hadn’t wanted live music at a house 
party he hosted a few years ago, 
local rock/ roots band, Red Shag 
Carpet, might never have been.

the '70s. They took bone dull L.A session players 
and gave them soul, if only briefly, and they 
somehow mixed stolen bebop licks out of Horace 
Silver with Brill Building songwriting and made it 
work. At least that's my theory; | think the 
Minutemen might agree and for damn sure 
Pavement do, if you care to listen close enough. | 
gave up trying to convince my friends about this 
ridiculous idea long ago, and | suspect that Steely 
Dan might have also. Now they've turned into 
everything they've been accused of—faceless 
jazz-rock with not a whit of edge to it.

Andrew Duke's efforts have inspired many 


MORE THAN ANYTHING ELSE, AN- 
drew Duke loves music (and sharing, 
it with others). An acc lished 
music journalist and respected DJ, 
Duke has also been receiving 
acclaim over the past few years for 
his own music. Duke will be in 
Edmonton Thursday night (July 31) 
performing as a very special guest 
for Periphery at Bistro Bienvenu. 
Remix recently had the chance to 
speak with Andrew Duke, by phone 
from Halifax, to discuss his musical 
journey. 


Remix: 1987 was an early but fertile 
time for electronic dance music. 
Chat about the early years of In the 
Mix [Duke's radio show]. 


Andrew Duke: | played things like © 


Skinny Puppy, Severed Heads back 
when Nettwerk was doing all of that 
lectro-industrial stuff. Wax Trax 
was another label as well. When I 
moved to Halifax from smalltown 
Nova Scotia in 1987 I basically 
bought every 12-inch single that 
came into the local record store. A lot 
of it [realized was not good stuff. 
Buying everything though, is what 
lead me to techno. 


Rmx: What were some of your first 
impressions of Techno?) 

AD: I didn’t realize at the time how 
big it was; there was alot of 
crossover. Kevin Saunderson remix- 
ing Wee Papa Girls; DJ Pierre mak- 
ing mixes for Samantha Fox. Techno 
has been more of a continuum for 
me as op to the first time I’d 
heard Nitzer Ebb or the first time | 
heard Scraping Foetus. It took me a 
while to realize, “Hey, there’s more 
to Detroit Techno than these initial 
records.” There was a lot of innova- 
tion and different styles. 


Rmx: Int The Mix became quite suc- 
cessful and at one point, through 
syndication, had an audience of 


soon after—using cassette decks to 
make extended mixes. I remember 
DJing high school dances and having 
to play cheesy stuff like Bon Jovi. So | 
would take the song and extend the 
drum part that I really liked or get 
rid of a cheesy vocal. Music was 
something I was doing for the 
longest time but I didn’t have the 
equipment to do something more 
polished. It wasn’t until 1987, when I 
moved to Halifax, that I was able to 
get some gear and really start doing 
it. 


Rmx: When did you start releasing 
your music? 

AD: In 1987 I set up a label called 
Digitalis, a cassette-only label. Music 
From the Empty Quarter, an xperi- 
mental music magazine from the 
UK, described my stuff as “Skinny 
Puppy on Valium.” | was very seri- 
ous about Digitalis and had hand- 
painted covers and such. My next 
label, with some friends, Incognito 
Musique was the exact opposite of 
Digitalis. My friends and I would 
whip off commercial sounding 
dance music in an afternoon and 
then take it down to the club and 
have it played with all the other 
commercial records. We did it to 
poke fun at how easy it was to make 
commercial stuff. In 1990, I decided 
to take things a little more seriously 
and that’s when I started Cognition 
Audioworks. 


Rmx: What do you think of the 
increasing popularity of Canadian 
artists in electronic music? 

AD: It's inspiring and it makes you 
happy to see how things are pro- 
gressing—when people [Akufen, 
Mitchell Akiyama] send you their 
first efforts and then seeing how they 
have developed their art and have 
gotten it out to a wider audience. I’m 
not saying that I had a hand in that, 
but it’s nice to see these artists that 
you always believed in become inter- 
nationally known. It’s inspiring to 
anyone making music in Canada. 


Rmx: What do you like the most 
about making music? 
AD: | think it's always fun to get 
something that is in your head out 
to everyone so they can hear it. | 
think it's fun to perform live and see 
that people are digging it. Whether 
they’re nodding their heads to it or 
shaking their hips, depending on 
what style I'm playing. The best 
thing about technology is that, as it 
moves along, I can get closer to get- 
ting the songs in my head out in 
audible form. It’s not there yet but 
it's getting there.

It was a turning point for our city; the stories from which don’t always make it into events like 
Edmonton History Week, which wraps up this Sunday. So sit back, relax, and take a trip back in time through this

Blue jean baby 


Edmonton’s flower-age fashion scene 
was nothing to scoff at 


HERE IN EDMONTON, WE USUALLY 
just assume that we're behind the 
times. But far away from the 
world’s fashion centres, the stylish 
can easily keep up to date with the 
help of the multitudes of media 
available. 

It was not always so. In the 
absence of Fashion TV, Internet 
and cheap international travel, was 
the fashionable Edmontonian of the 
‘60s and ‘70s doomed to face a 
selection of flour sacks and cover- 
alls? Apparently not. 

Fred Singer, president of Henry 
Singer, recalls a time when his 
father’s store ensured that the 
young and hip had a place to go for 
the latest in men’s wear. 

“Yes, we had a store called 
Henry III, the Wizard of Mod.

It’s actually quite surprising, but 
the Henry III store was the first of 
its kind in Canada, serving the cus- 


tomer with a mind for high fashion. 


“Jeans were popular, but fashion 
was more important. The Beatles 
made skinny pants and collarless 
jackets the rage!” says Singer. 

In another of the city’s long- 
standing clothing stores, Phil Gold, 
who, with his brother David, ran 
The Colony on Jasper Avenue, 
says, “In the 70s, Edmonton was a 
hotbed of style.” The shop was just 
one of several jeans and casual 
wear stores in operation back then. 
Today it continues to operate as 
The Colony Clothing Company, 
selling men’s wear in West 
Edmonton Mall. 

Gold’s milieu, the laid-back “70s, 
saw things move away from the 
highly tailored mod look to unisex 
dressing inspired by the sexual rev- 
olution and feminism. 

“When we opened, it was the era 
of the blue jean business. It was a 
hotbed of blue jean stores specializ- 
ing in unisex clothing. Just for 
Jeans, Black Sheep, Henry III... 
There were about two dozen of us, 
and the secret was unisex clothes. 
You would sell to as many girls as 
guys in a day, because the girls 
would wear guys’ jeans. 

“These were the days of bell bot- 
toms and low-rise. The wider the 
bottom, the better. You'd see these 
5 foot women getting a 28 inch 
waist with a 36 leg on it. If they 
didn’t drag, they didn’t fit. You 
could take a couple steps and in 
them without moving.”

being too much ahead of your 
time—men in capri pants, anyone? 

Some would give long-haired 
hippies a hard time, but Gold 
doesn’t remember fashion as terri- 
bly divisive. “Well, it was pretty 
much the same, like how having a 
stud in your tongue is frowned 
upon today. It’s all relative to the 
time.” 

And relative to that time, things 
weren't all that bad in our small 
prairie city. Even in the middle of 
nowhere, there were those who 
were committed to making beauti- 
ful clothing available.

Confirmed hippies recount 
drug tales from city’s past 


LONG BEFORE THE JACKBOOTS STOMP- 
ed down, Edmonton was a pretty 
groovy little town. Not everyone 
who lived through the love years 
recalls them perfectly, but most 
everyone agrees that marijuana, 
hash, acid, mushrooms, MDA, psilo- 
cybin, mescaline and peyote were 
used in the name of expanding con- 
sciousness and making things shine, 
rather than just for the sake of get- 
ting wasted. 


Tom Doran in hazier days 


Tom Doran, co-owner of the 
Jupiter Cannabis Culture on Whyte 
was, and still arguably is, a hippie. 
His wife managed one of the city’s 
first head shops, the Hippogriff. 
Meanwhile, Doran, with his band 
Django, left Edmonton to pursue 
greater things in Vancouver. It was 
there that he ran into another 
Edmontonian, as crucial to the con- 
tinuation of drug culture as Freak 
Brothers comics. Says Doran: “Poppa 
Chong, Tommy’s dad, used to own 
this hippie club called the Parlour. I 
used to work with them, before they 
became Cheech and Chong, Cheech 
was a draft dodger or something, an 
actor from L.A. He just kind of 


latched on to everybody. Well, they 
decided they were going to do little 


skits for the club next door, called the 





innocence, and he said the police 
were rarely interested in what peo- 
ple were doing in their spare time. 
“It wasn’t a very heavy time. I had a 
little house right on the corner of 67 


. Ave. and 109 St., in full view of the 


street. I was a single guy and always 
had lots of friends partying there, 
always doing some mind-altering 
things. We had some pretty wild 
parties, but I was never bothered by 
the police. Maybe it was just the 
time; there truly was a lot of peace 
and love in the air. There wasn’t that 
sort of sense of possible violence 
back then.

Vancouver in 69, they raided the 
place two weeks later.” 

Peter Montgomery, who lived in 
Edmonton until the 70s and now 
teaches English at a community col- 
lege in Victoria, agrees with Doran in 
that it was largely musicians, actors 
and artists who were into drugs. 
“You had to know the right people,” 
he says over the phone. “It was pret- 
ty big, but it was also private and 
secret. There weren't a lot of grow 
operations, I think a lot of it was 
imported. Everybody had it, so it 
couldn’t have been too expensive. 
Drugs weren't a really bothersome 
item for the police. Being an alco- 
holic was. There was a lot of marijua- 
na floating around the Yardbird, 
where Tommy Banks and his jazz 
band played. People would have big 
parties when the new Beatles or 
Rolling Stones came out. Culture 
was a lot more centralized at the 
time; everyone knew what was hap- 
pening with the big bands, everyone 
fet excited about the same things at 

same time. I was skeptical of 
movements. Being a war baby, I was 
suspicious of Nazis, of any time too 
many le got together and

University and Northern Lakes 
College, was a self-described Marxist 
in university and says politics also 
influenced his experimentation, 
“Marxists have a very puritanical 
attitude, so it was a big thing to make 
the jump to indulgence with drugs.”

THE LAST THING I WANTED TO 
do this week was go to a restaurant. 
For the better part of the last week 
I've been gorging myself on little 
slices of heaven at the Dawson City 
Music Festival in the Yukon. In addi- 
tion to enjoying the imposing natur- 
al splendour of the town (just 90 
dicks from the Arctic Circle) and 
taking advantage of the near-con- 
stant daylight to rationalize excesses 
unimaginable in places where it gets 
dark at night, I saw some of 

Canada’s most fabulous roots music 
performers (Aboubacar Camara & 
Dounbounba, JT King) and ate like 
some rare species of Arctic pig. Sushi 
(with sake martinis), shrimp curry 
and tandoori chicken, barbecued 
king salmon, seared Arctic char, 
savoury Greek pastries, a Mexican 
feast—you name it, the Dawson City 
Music Fest folks would set it in front 
of you. 


Alter that onslaught of epicurean 





delights, contemplating a restaurant 
meal just made my stomach hurt. I 
knocked around my neighbourhood 
in the oppressive heat, trying to find 
a quick fix, but just couldn’t resign 
myself to fish and chips. Then I 
remembered I hadn’t been to 
Gabbana in a while.

Formerly most notable for offer- 
ing “Casual Dinning” on their big 
green awning, Gabbana has quietly 
assumed a solid reputation for its 
inventive “fusion” cuisine (ie: west- 
em food with an Asian accent) and 
respectable wine list. Despite a 
shaky start, they've hung in for 
around five years and their menu 
has evolved admirably. 

I was tempted by all kinds of 
things from their list of salads, noo- 
dles, pastas, steaks and assorted 
entrees and finally got down to flip- 


ping a coin between their Buddha's 
Delight ($13.95), a vegetarian dish 
that boasts 18 ingredients, and the 
Asian-style roasted pork loin 
($12.95) on the specials menu. A little 
consultation with the server redirect- 
ed me, however, toward the Su 
Dong Po Wild Boar ($12.95), a dish 
that combined the qualities I was 
looking for in my two alternate 
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selections. 

The seeming conjunction of good 
music and good food that character- 
ized my weekend followed me to 
Gabbana, it would seem. Just as my 
attractive platter hit the table, the 
smarmy sounds of Diana Krall 
(sorry, Elvis) gave way to John 
Coltrane with Johnny Hartman. 
That can only be good for the diges- 
tion. Morsels of slow-roasted boar 
were mounded on a nest of mixed 
greens and tender asparagus, 
bounded at the cardinal points by 
orange segments (north ), steamed 
bok choy (east), a quartered tea egg 
(south) and marinated, sautéed 
slices of portabella mushroom 
(west), all drizzled with a slightly 
sweet soy vinaigrette. 

As though to prove something, I 
shunned my knife for the entire 
meal. The boar was so tender and 
succulent, I could cut it with the 
edge of my fork, and it had been 
roasted with a hint of Asian season- 
ing, which complemented its natural 
saltiness perfectly. I went clockwise 
around the plate, eating bits of the 
boar with each accompaniment in 
turn. I’m not sure who Su Dong Po 
is, but I’d like to endorse his version 


of wild boar. Somewhere along the 
circumference, I rediscovered the 
fullness of my appetite and had the 
plate cleaned up in short order. If 1 
may, Id like to put in a good word 
in for bok choy. This highly adapt- 
able Chinese green is kind of like 
cabbage, kind of like spinach, a little 
like celery and, when lightly 
steamed, a substantial but refreshing 
addition to any meal. Try serving it 
at your next get-together!

(1967), but this rarely screened 1964 film is playful and 
wonderfully inventive in its exploration of issues that 
have long preoccupied him. The camera moves across 
landscapes and cityscapes, often discovering enigmatic 
life-size silhouettes of a woman standing in a room or 
among buildings or trees. Snow had already presented 
these “walking women" ina variety of media, but near 
the end of the film, a silhouette reveals a live woman 
behind it. The resulting tension between abstraction and 
representation characterizes much of Snow's art, but 
when the live woman later appears in bed with a jazz 
musician who's apparently played on the sound track, 
Snow seems to stretch the film’s play on illusion and 
feality to the breaking point, mixing abstraction, self- 
reference, and a palpable interracial eroticism. The 
film's sprawling if imperfectly realized ambition—to 
bridge the gap between art making and the larger 
world—makes it genuinely compelling.”

|'m sorry, SIB, but there’s no way to get rid 
of a sexual fetish. Someone with a sexual 
fetish can only make an informed, ethical 
choice about whether or not to indulge. 
That's an easy call for most fetishists—most 
ao for it, guilt-free—because most fetishes 
are relatively tame, and very few are so clear- 
\y tied to traumatic childhood experiences 
When a person has a sexual fetish that 
involves a large taboo and an even larger 
trauma, well, she can't just go for it. She has 
to proceed with extreme caution, whether or 
not she decides to indulge. 

And you can indulge, SIB. | suspect that 
the same hang-up that prevents you from 
being totally honest with your therapist (and 
more on that ina moment) is preventing you 
from being totally honest with me. When you 
tell me that you “don’t plan on acting on it,” | 
suspect you're only saying that because 
you're afraid I'll think you're a scumbag if 
you tell me how you really feel. And | suspect 
that you really feel something like this: 
“fantasizing about incest turns me on like 
crazy, and | wish there was an ethical way for 
me to act on these fantasies...” 

While it may make a lot of folks uncom- 
fortable to read this—heck, it makes me 
uncomfortable to write it—there is an ethical 





way to act on incest fantasies, SIB. Consider 
for a moment the perfectly ethical erotic lives 
Of sex slaves and their masters and mistress- 
es. While it’s unethical to own an actual 
slave, it's not in the least bit unethical to pre- 
tend that you own one if that turns on your 
boyfriend/girlfriend/husband/wife/client/arch- 
bishop. Similarly, while it’s highly unethical 
to rape someone, it’s not at all unethical to 
pretend to rape someone who has a rape fan- 
tasy—provided, of course, that the pretend 
fape is controlled and safe, and can be abort- 
ed with a word from the “victim.”
